Tus smaller Directory of Plain Song, intended for congre- 
gational use, agrees exactly with the Octavo Choir Directory; 
in the Introduction and Prefaces to which, will be found the 
fullest explanation of the system adopted ; but the following 
brief remarks are sufficient for guidance in the use of the 
present work. 

Words or syllables printed in Glarendon type are 
sung to the musically accented note (8 ), or notes ( »®) of 
the Intonation, Mediation, and Ending of the Tone. Tones 
I., I11., VI., VIL., and Irregular, (also the Festal forms of 
II. and VIII., Parisian V. and Tonus Regius,) have two 
musical accents at the Mediation. Tones II., V., VIII. 
have one. Tone IV. has two accents at the Mediation, 
the second being identical with the sole accent of II., V., 
VIL. and the first falling generally upon the syllable which 
in the remaining tones takes the second accent. The tones, 
in the great majority of instances, have two accents in the 
Ending. (Compare the Gloria Patri as arranged for the 
several Tones, on the page facing Psalm 1, with the Tones 
as given in the Table.) The exceptions are Tone II., Ending 
8, Tone IV. Ending 8, and Tone VIII. Ending 4. (See the 
Table.) In singing one of these Endings, the former of the 
two syllables printed in Clarendon in the latter half of a 
verse must be read as though it were in the ordinary type, 
and sung to the Reciting note ( um ). 


When the two musical accents of the Mediation ot 
Ending fall upon consecutive syllables, the former is marked 
by two dots (++) placed above it. These denote that the 
syllable is sung to the intermediate note or notes in addition 
to its own proper note or notes. When the Festal form of 
Tones I. or VII. is. used, or Tonus Regius, form A, the 
special arrangement of the Mediation, as indicated in the 
Table, and exemplified at page xx. in the Preface to the 
Octavo Directory, should be carefully noted.

PREFACE. 


The form of each Tone is complete without the diamnond- 
shaped notes(¢). Their use in the Table is, when any short 
syllables, more than one, occur between the two musical 
accents of the Mediation or Ending, or when any short 
syllables occur between the second musical accent and 
the final syllable of the half verse; to shew clearly to which 
notes of the melody those short syllables are to be sung, 


Notes invariably slurred are placed close together in the 
Table; those only slurred when there is but one syllable 
assigned to them, but which, when two syllables occur, are 
sung one to the former, the other to the latter, are marked 
“™. (See Tone II. 4th Ending B, and Tone IV., &c.) 


When there are no syllables before the first musical 
accent in a half-verse, the Reciting note is omitted; either 
before the Mediation, as in Ps. 2,.v. 6, “Wet have I set 
my King:” or before the cadence, as in Nunc Dimittis v. 2, 
“Phy salvation.” (See Octavo Introd., Sec. SAV eave 

The leading-note, (in those Tones which have one,) before 
the Mediation or Ending, may fall on the first syllable of a 
short half.verse, as in Ps. 114, ver. 3, when sung to the 
Irregular Tone, and in Magnificat, latter half of ver, 4, when 
sung to the Tonus Regius. (See Sec. XII., p. xiv.) 


The numerals at the head of each Psalm indicate the par- 
ticular Tone and Ending suggested as suitable for ordinary 
use. Thus, at the head of Psalm 1, the numerals I. 1, 
signify Tone I., Ending 1: but they need not necessarily 
be understood as confining a choir to the use of that 
particular Tone. The rules of arrangement being exactly 
the same for Tones I., III., VI., VII., and Peregrinus, a 
Psalm for which any one of them is suggested, may, if desired, 
be sung equally to any of the others. ‘The same may be said 
of Tones II., V., and VIII. Again, any Psalm for which 
Tone IV. is suggested, might also be sung toIl., V., or VII, 
the former musical accent at the mediation being, of course, 
neglected. Throughout the Psalter and Canticles, as also in 
the Gloria Patri, the syllables musically accented in the latter 
half of every verse are adapted for all Endings of all Tones. 


The Responses at Mattins, Evensong, and Litany, will be 
found at the end of the volume, 


NOTE TO SIXTH EDITION. 


ATTENTION is requested to the following modifications :— 

Magnificat, verse 5.—The position of the * has been 
changed. 

Venite.—Provision has been made, in accordance with a 
widely prevalent usage, for the introduction of the Intonation 
in every verse. This has required a special modification in the 
verbal division of 


Verse 7, in which the Mediation now begins at Lord—a 
recurrence, in fact, to our earliest arrangement. 


Pascha Nostrum, as regards the Intonation, has been made 
to agree with Venite. 


Those using other editions of the Cxorr-, or Litrun 
Directory will do well to make in them the above corrections.

24 Jtidge me, O Lord my God, according to thy right- 
eousness : and 1ét them not triumph over me, 

25 Let them not say in their hearts, Thére, thére, so 
would we have it: neither let them say, We have de- 
voured him. 

26 Let thém be put to confision and shéme together, that 
rejoice at my trouble: let them be clothed with rebtike 
and dishénour, that boast themselves against me. 

27 Let them be glad and rejoice, that favour my right- 
cous dealing: yed, let them say alway, Bléssed be the Lord, 
who hath pleasure in the prospérity of his servant, 

28 And as for my tongue, it shall be talkin § of thy right- 
cousness : and of thy prafse all the day long.

5 They encotirage themselves in mischief: and com- 
mune among themselves how they may lay snares, and say, 
that mo man shall see them.

8 And why? God is the Judge: he putteth ddéwn éne, 
and setteth up another. 

9 For in the hand of the Lérd there is a etip, and the 
Wine is réd: it is fall mixed, and he poureth out of the 
séme. 

10 AAs for the dreg’s thereof: 4ll the ungédly of the 
earth shall drink them, and suck them ogt. 

11 But ‘I will talk of the God of Facob: and praise 
him for ever. 

12 ‘All the hérns of the ungédly also will I breék: and 
the horns of the righteous shall be exalted. 


VIII. 2. PSALM 76. Notus in Judea. 

In Jewry is God known: his Name is great in 
Esrael. 

2 At Sdlem is his tabermacte: and his dwellin g in 
Sion. 

3 There brdike he the drrows of the bow : the shield, 
the sword, and the battle. 

4 Thou art of more honour and might: thanthe hills 
of the robbers. 

5 The protid are robbed, they have slépt their sleep: and 
all the mén whose hands were mighty have found nothin g 

6 At thy rebike, O Géd of Jacobs both the chariot and 
horse are fallen. 

7 Thou, even thot art to be feared: and whd may 
stand in thy sight when thou art angry? ; 

8 Thou didst catise thy jtidgement to be hedrd from 
heaven: the edrth trembled, and was still, 

9 When God ardse to judgement: and to hélp all 
the meek upon earth. 

10 The fierceness of man shall ttirn to thy praise : and 
the fierceness of them shalt thou refrain. 

11 Promise unto the Lord your Géd, and keép it, all ye 
that are rotind abotit him: bring présents unto him that 
ought to be feared. 

12 He shall refrain the spirit of princes; and is wonder- 
ful among the kings of the earth. 
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I will ery unto God with my voice: even unto God 
will-I ery with my vojce, and he shall hearken unto me. 
2 In the time of my trouble | sought the Lord: my 
sore rén, and cedsed not in the night-sedson; my soul 
refused comfort. 
38 When I am in hefgviness, I will think upon Géd: 
when my heart is vexed, 1 will complain. 
4 Thou hdldest mine eyes waking: I am 510 feéble, 
that I cannot speak. 
5 [have considered the days of éld: and the years 
that are past. 
6 I cll to remembrance my séng: and in the night 1 
commune with mine own hedrt, and search owt my spirits. 
7 Will the Lérd absént himself for ewer: and will he 
be no more intreated ? 
8 Is his mérey clean gome tor ever: and-is his promise 
come titterly to an end for evermore? 
9 Hath Géd forgotten to be gracious: and will he 
shut tip his oving-kindness im displeasure ? 
10 And I said, Itis mine own infirmity: but I willremém- 
ber the yedrs of the right hand of the most Higuhest. 
11 { will renaember the works of the Lord: and call 
to mind thy wonders of old time. 
12 I will think also of all thy works: and my talking 
shall be of thy doings. 
13 Thy way, O God, is holy: who is so gredta God 
as our God? 
14 Thoti art the Géd that doecth womders: and hast 
declared thy power among the people. 
15 Thou hast mightily delivered thy people: even the 
sons of Jacob and Joseph. 
16 The waters saw thee, O Géd, the waters saw thee, 
and were afraid: the dépths also were troubled. 
17 The cloads potired out water, the air thumdered; 
and thine arrows went abroad. 
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18 The voice of thy thtinder was héard round about: 
the lightnings shéne upon the grotind; the earth was 
moved, and shook withal. . 

19 Thy way is in the seg, and thy péths in the great 
waters: and thy footsteps are not known. 


20 Thou léddest thy people like sheép: by the hind 
of Hoses and Aaron.

Hear my law, @ my people: incline your edrs unto 
the words of my mouth, 

2 I will 6pen my mouth ina Parable: I will declire 
hard sentences of old; ‘ 

3 Which we have heard and known: and such as our 
fathers have told us; 

4 That we should not hide them from the children of 
the generations to céme: but to shéw the honour of the 
Lord, his mighty and wonderful works that he hath 
done. 

5 He made a cdvenant with J acob, and gave Esrael a 
law: which he commédnded our forefathers to teach their 
children ; 

6 That their posterity might know it: and the 
children which were yet unborn; 

7 To the intent that when they came tip: they might 
shew their children the sime; 

8 That they might put their trust in God: and not to 
forgét the works of Géd, but to keep his commandments 3 

9 And u6t to be as their forefathers, a faithless and stubborn 
generation: a generation that set not their heart aright, and 
- whose spirit cleéveth not stedfastly unto God; 

10 Like as the children of Ephraim: who being hér- 
nessed, and carrying bows, ttirned themselves béck in the 
day of battle. 

11 They képt not the covenant of God: aud would not 
walk in his law; 
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12 But forgat what he had déne: and the wonderful 
works that he had shewed for them. 

18 Marvellous things did he in the sight of our fére- 
fathers, in the land of Egypt: even in the field of 
Zoan. 

14 He divided the sed, and let them go throtigh: he 
made the waters to stand on an heap. 

15 In the ddy-time also he led them with a cloid: 
and 4ll the night through with a light of fire. 

16 He clave the hard rocks in the wilderness: and 
gave them drink thereof, as it had been owt of the great 
depth. 

i7 He brought waters out of the stony rock: so that it 
gished out like the rivers. 

18 Yet for all this, they sinned more against him: 
and provoked the most Highest im the wilderness. 

19 They témpted God in their hedris: and required 
meat for their list. 

20 They spike against Géd also, saying: Shall God 
prepare a table im the wilderness? 

21 He sméte the stony réck indeéd, that the water gushed 
ott, and the streéms flowed withal: but cén he give 
bread also, or provide flesh for his people ? 

22 When the Lord heard this, he was wroth: so the 
fire was kindled in Jacob, and there céme up heavy dis- 
pleasure against Esrael ; 

23 Because they believed not in Géd: and put not their 
trust in his hélp. 

24 86 he commanded the clouds above: and dpened 
the doors of heaven. ‘ 

25 He rained down manna also upon them for to edt: 
and gave them food from heaven. 

26 So man did eat amgels’ fodd: for he sent them 
meat enoigh. 

27 He cased the edst-wind to blow under heaven: and 
through his power he brought im the south-west-wind. 

28 He rained flésh upon them as thick as dist: and 
fedthered fowls like as thy sand of the sea. 

29 He let it fall among their ténts: even rotind about 
their habitation. 
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80 So they did edt, and were wéll filled; for he gave 
them their owm desire: they wére not disappoimted of 
their lust. 

31 But while the medt was yét in their motiths, the 
heavy wrath of God came upon them, and sléw the weal- 
thiest of them: yea, and smote down the chdsen men that 
were in Zsrael. 

_ 82 But for all thfs they simned yet more: and believed 
noz his wondrous works. 

83 Thérefore their déys did he consume in vanity: 
and their years in trouble. 

34 When he slew them, they sought him: and 
ttirned them edrly, and enquired after God. 

85 And they remémbered that God was their stréngth: 
and that the high God was their redeemier. 

36 Névertheless, they did but fatter him with their 
motith: and dissémbled with him in their tongue. 

87 For their heart was not whole with him: neither 
continued they stédfast im his covenant. 

88 But he was so mérciful, that he forgave their mis- 
deeds: and destroyed them not. 

389 Yea, many a time ttirned he his wrath away: and 
would not stiffer his whole displeasure to arise. 

40 For he considered that they were but flésh: and 
that they were even a wind that pdsseth away, and cometh 
not again. 

41-Mény a time did they provéke him in the wilder- 
ness: and grieved him im the desert. 

42 They ttirned back, and tempted Géd: and moved 
the Holy One in Israel. 

43 They thought not of his hand: and of the day 
when he delivered them from the hand of the ememy ; 

44 How he had wrotight his miracles in Bgypt: and 
his wonders in the field of Zoan. 

45 He turned their waters imto blodd: so that they 


might not drink: of the rivers. 
46 He sent lice among them, and devoured them up: 


and frogs to destroy them. 
47 He gave their fruit unto the caterpillar: and their 


labour unto the grasshopper. 
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48 He destroyed their vines with hail-stones: and 
their mulberry-trees with the frost. 

49 He sméte their cattle also with Ihail-stones: and 
their flocks with hot thunder-bolts. 

50 He cdst upon them the fiiriousness of his wrath, anger, 
displeasure, and trouble: and sent évil angels among 
them. 

51 He made a way to his indignation, and spared not 
their soul from dedth: but gave their life over to the 
pestilence ; 

52 And sméte all the first-born in Egypt: the most 
principal and mightiest im the dwellings of Him. 

53 But ds for his own pedple, he led them forth like 
sheép: and cérried them in the wilderness like a flock. 

54 He brotght them out safely, that they should not 
feér: and overwhélmed their enemies with the sea. 

55 And brovight them within the borders of his sanc- 
tuary : even to his motintain which he ptirchased with his 
right hand. 

56 He cast out the hedthen also before them: catised 
their lénd to be divided among them for an héritage, and 
made the tribes of Israel to dwell in their tents. 


57 So they témpted, and displedsed the most high 
God: and kept not his testimonies ; 

58 But ttirned their backs, and fell away like their fore~ 
fathers: starting aside like a broken bow. 

59 For they grieved him with their hill-altars: and 
provoked him to displedsure with their images. 

60 When God heard this, he was wroth: and took 
sore displeasure at Israel. 

61 So that he forsodk the tabermacle in Silo: even the 
tént that he had pitched among men. 

62 He delivered their power imto captivity: and their 
beatity into the enemy’s hand. 

63 He gave his people over also unto the sword: and 
was wréth with his inheritance. 

64 The fire consumed their young men: and their 
maidens were not given to marriage. 

65 Their priests were slain with the swérd: and 
there were no widows to make lamentation. 
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66 S6 the Lord awdked as one out of sleép: and like a 
giant refreshed with wine. 

67 He smote his énemies in the hinder pérts: and pit 
them to a perpetual shéme. 

68 He reftised the tabernacle of Joseph: and chése not 
the tribe of Ephraim ; ; 

69 But chose the tribe of Sudah: even the hill of Sion 
which he loved. 

70 And thére he built his temple on high: and lafd 
the foundation of it like the grotind which he hath made 
continually. 

71 He chose David also his servant: and took him a- 
way from the sheep-folds. 

72 Ashe was following the éwes great with young 
ones he took him: that he might feed Jécob his pedple, 
and ‘Israel his inheritance. 

73 So he féd them with a faithful and true heart: and 
riled them priidently with all his power.

O God, the heathen are come into thine inheri- 
tance: thy hély témple have they defiled, and made Jerusa- 
lem an heap of stdnes.

8 O remémber not our 6ld sins, but have mérey upon us, 
and that soon: for we are come to great misery. 

9 Hélp us, O Géd of our salvation, for the gléry of thy 
Wame: O deliver us, and be mérciful unto our sins, for 
thy Name’s sake. 

10 Whérefore do the heathen say: Where is now 
their Gdd ? 

11 ’O let the véngeance of thy sérvants’ blood that is 
ened : be openly shéwed upon the heathen in our 
sight. 

12 'O let the sérrowful sighing of the prisoners eéme be- 
fore thee = according to the gredtness of thy power, pre- 
sérve thou thése that are appointed to die. 

13 And for the blasphemy wherewith our neighbours have 
blasphemed thee : reward thou thém, O Lord, seven-féld 
imto their bosom. 

14 So wé, that are thy pedple, and sheép of thy pasture, 
shall give thee thanks for ever: and will alway be shéw- 
ing forth thy praise from generation to generation.
